WASHINGTON, April 30—Two 
important decisions ‘concerning 
Presidesit Truman’s loyalty pro- 
gram were announced by the Su- 
preme Court Monday. 

1. By a vote of %-to-3, the tri- 
bunal struck the names of three 
organiaztions designated as com- 
munistic from the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s list of such subversive 
groups and returned the cases to 
a lower court. 

2. By a vote of 4-to-4 the high 
court sustained the federal pow- 
er to dismiss without confront- 
ing her accusers, a government 
worker suspected of dislayalty. 

The three groups on the sub-

That is just over one percent 
of Britain’s total imports. 

British exports to Russia are 
less—being under one percent of 
total United Kingdom exports. 

Shipping to all the Iron Cur- 
tain countries together, inc g 
that passing through Hong ng, 

. accounted last year for less than 
three percent of all imports and 
less than four percent of all ex- 
ports by Britain. a 

That is, in a sense, indefen- 
gible in this time of Crisis, but 
the trade with Russia is largely 
grain and timber.

It may be. that by the time this is read 
the Chinese Communists will have entered 
Seoul, the battered capital city of Korea. 


-There was a suspicious lack of fresh news 


yesterday from United Nations forces de- 
fending the city and censorship seemed 
more rigid than normally. Moreover, Gen- 
eral Van Fleet announced UN soldiers 
would not be sacrificed unnecessarily in 
defense of Seoul. , 

The Communists first announced they 
would drive UN forces out of all Korea 
by May Day, the traditional festival day 
which ‘the Communists appropriated from 
the ancients, but a few days ago this objec- 
tive was modified to a victory celebration 
in Seoul. That would be poor compensa- 
tion to Communist armies that suffered 
the frightening total of more than 70,000 
casualties in seven days of fighting. 

How long the Chinese can keep going 
against such a casualty rate is a matter of 
pure speculation. The Chinese people, of 
coufse, do not know their soldiers are being 
mowed down by the thousands to serve 
the ambitious schemes 6f* Russia. 

If our armies can halt the Red drive, 
and there is reason for hoping they can, 
there is a chance, though it is a slim one, 
that Mao will see the foolhardiness of con- 
tinuing to take the terrific punishment and

of which have been clearly laid down by 
President Truman. That is our hope of 
avoiding prolonged fighting in Korea 
which, if it continues long enough, almost 
inevitably will turn into a general war. 
At present the outlook is not too good. 

There also is the question, of course, 
of how long our own forces can hold out 
in Korea unless the Chinese can be stopped 
or agree to a peaceful settlement. The 
entire foreign policy issue which has rent 
the nation may well be resolved by the 
fighting itself rather than in the halls of 
Congress and on the debating rostrum. 

It is this fact which in recent days 
has calmed some of the more vehement 
critics of our foreign policy. 

If the fighting continues for long, it is 
certain that other members of the United 
Nations must increase their contributions 
in Korea. Collective security is the free 
world’s only hope against Russian expan- 
sion, but it must be a real collective effort. 

Stalin himself, and not “Mao or the 
Peiping government, will give the final 
answer in Korea. For it is the Kremlin 
which is giving the orders that have 
brought the world perilously near another 
general outbreak. That Communist China 
is losing 10,000 and more troops a day is of 
little concern to Moscow so long as Rus- 
Sia’s purposes are being served adequately. 


The Issue—Bonds or Bondage

There is a tendency in some quarters to 
throw cold water on Defense Bonds as am 
investment.

Indeed, the issue might well be put in 
the words of Defense Day speakers—bonds 
or bondage? 


Mechanization Speeds Agricultural Revolution 


The first farm mechanization confer- 
ence at the University of Georgia College 
of Agriculture last week is another indica- 


-tion that the agricultural revolution in this 


State, begun two decades ago and rapidly 
accelerated during the past five years, is 
reaching a new phase. 

The average citizen does not yet realize 
the extent of progress which has been 
made on Georgia farms during the last 


‘few years. The fact that mechanization 


has reached the point that a state-wide 
conference on effective use of machinery 
should be held is conclusive proof that ag- 
riculturally Georgia has arrived. 

Literally millions of dollars have gone 
into the*purchase of farm equipment, trac- 
tors, trucks and other labor-saving devices. 
The costly and unprofitable use of the 
mule has all but disappeared. 

Georgia is facing a new day in agricul- 


‘ture. More and more farmers are attack- 


i 


ing their problems with new methods and 
intelligence. Those who refused to face 
facts and fall in step with the new condi- 
tions have been forced to leave the farms. 

A great deal of the progress has come 


through education. Farm agents in the 
various government-sponsored programs 
have done their work well. More and more 
graduates of our agricultural schools have 
gone into the field to teach, to persuade 
and to prove that farming can be not only 
a satisfactony way of life, but a profitable 
one as well, Other graduates have put their 
knowledge to practical use on their own 
lands. Vocational education is now in reach 
of almost every farm youth. 

The results of the revolution are evi- 
dent throughout the State.

trees putting money in the bank from lands 


which were no longer profitable. 

Georgia’s agriculture is still its biggest 
business. But the real development of land 
resources is only just beginning. As rapid 
as the transformation has been, the great- 
est progress still lies in the future.

A Calm Voice 


In a Storm 


WASHINGTON—In the midst of all the vill 
fication and abuse heaped upon President Tru- 
man for his act in relieving Gen. Douglas Mac- 

Arthur of his Far Eastern command, the calm voice of a leading 


former White House critic has been raised to put the controversy. 


in truer perspective. 


Such a voice is that of Sen. William Fulbright of Arkansas, 
who, although a Democrat, has never seen eye to eye with the 
President on many things. As head of the Senate RFC ‘Investi- 
gating Committee, he has been a thorn in the administration’s flesh 
and has taken the President to task on a number of occasions. 


For a long time he and the President, to quote his own words, 
“have been walking on opposite sides of the street, neither of us 
nodding to the other. He has often thought me wrong and unspeak- 
able, while I have sometimes thought him wrong and incompre- 
hensible.” 


Nevertheless, the Arkansas senator, a man of acknowledged 
erudition and unquestioned integrity, said he had a “real sympathy” 
for the President “in the awful responsibility which he alone must 
carry.” 


Upholding the President fully in the MacArthur 
controversy, he asked these telling questions in a 
speech before the Senate the other day: 


“In war, as in life generally, prudent men want to pay a price 
commensurate with the gain: to weigh the benefits against the risks. 
General MacArthur seems to believe that if we use his method 
against China, Russia will not intervene. How does he know this? 
With what accuracy can he read the minds of the men who direct 
the destinies of Russia? If we should attack China proper, to what 
extent would Russia feel obliged to intervene under the terms of 
the Sino-Russian treaty? Does General MacArthur know what 
the secret agreements may be between the two countries? And 
if Russia intervened, would we not then, while precipitating the 
third world war, doom our Far Eastern forces te destruction, lose 
Japan and lay open all of Southeast Asia to easy invasion? 

“If, I ask, we have had to struggle hard te meet even the 
limited requirements of the Korean War, are we now prepared for 
the unlimited requirements of the third world war? . . . Winston 
Churchill has said that if you must fight a war, you ought to fight 
it, if possible, at the most favorable moment. Let us ask ourselves: 
Is today or tomorrow the most favorable moment for the United 
States and its allies? Does the risk in this case equal the possible 
gains?” 

These, he said, are the essential questions in the storm of con- 
troversy raised over MacArthur. It was unthinkable to him that 


we should pursue a different course than the one we are following. . 


: Senator Fulbright went on to say that he did 
The Verdict? not know what the verdict of. history would 
be on President Truman. His contemporaries, he reminded, are 
more likely to exaggerate his faults than to enumerate his virtues. 


“This, however,” he said, “does hot blind me te the fact that 
he (the President) has made decisions on a number of occasions 
that equal in imagination, courage and effectiveness any ever taken 
by an American President. ... nearly all of these decisions with- 
out precedent in our history.” 

He enumerated them as follows: Dropping of the A-bomb on 
Japan. Aid to Greece and Turkey. The Marshall Plan. The Berlin 
airlift. The North Atlantic Treaty. The sending ef American 
troops to Europe in peacetime under General Eisenhower. The 
going into Korea, “a decision that at the time had the approbation 
of the nation and of nearly the whole of the free world.” 

“No one can doubt,” he declared, “that in the absence of some 
of these stupendous decisions much of the present free world would 
now be losf to us and our struggle against Russia would be the more 
difficult.” ‘ ‘ 

For these and other reasons he asked that thinking people be 
calm and dispassionate in appraising the momentous decisions 
which it is the President’s responsibility to take.

F ield Day for Private Power 


WASHINGTON—Concentration of public interest on the “Truman-MacArthur 
row” has diverted attention from many \other things, including something that’s 
going on in the House of Representatives that affects people in many-parts of the 
country. There, lobbyists of private utilities have been enjoying the’ spectacle 
as the House whacks down appropriations for continued orderly extension of 

ao electric service and facilities under the combined public-private development 
program long pursued. This is the best organized foray by giant electric utilities since the 80th 
Congress. They are engaged in a sort of ganging+up maneuver to block, in area after area, the build- 
ing of necessary government transmission lines frorfi public power projects and to restrict so-called 


“wheeling” arrangements for power production 
and distribution co-operatively by government 
and private utilities which have proved highly 
profitable to the latter. 


They want to reserve the field for themselves, 
even though in many cases they are not prepared 
to expand their lines and facilities to provide 
needed power at low rates. 


This all impinges on the national defense 
program, for continued expansion of facili- 
ties is necessary to meet a continuing power 
shortage that affects defense installations of 
various kinds. It may be recalled that we 
got caught short, power-wise, in the last war 
and had te expand rapidly. 


We woutd have been in a much more seri- 
ous plight\then but fof the giant public power 
projects already existing, such as TVA and the 
Pacific Northwest developments, that were ready 
for utilization for production of aluminum and, 
eventually, atomic energy. 

Appropriations being subjected to the item by 
item, area by area attack are authorized in the 
pending Interior Department appropriation bill. 
The battle is. continuing this week, with a final 


Taber (Rep., N. Y.) in the measure that carried 
$207,000,000 for power and reclamation when pre- 
sented to the House, a retiuction in “itself of 
$26,000,000 below the- figure recommended by the 
Budget Bureau. The Taber amendment would 
affect power and transmission line funds.

The recent inspection of the State Hospital at Milledgeville by committees from the Georgia House 


and Senate was a fruitful mission. 
the operation of the vast mental institution.

tions, it was calm, deliberate and productive. 

For this, the weight of credit is due Culver 
Kidd, House committee chairman: Walter Wil- 
liams, Senate committee chairman, and Rep. 
Grady Pittard of Clarke County, chairman of one 
of the investigating subcommittees. 

Pittard’s job was one of the hardest. He 
had the task of interviewing employees at the 
institution to determine how their working con- 
ditions and conditions surrounding the patients 
they served could be bettered.

The MacArthur Working Schedule 


Editor’s Notes, The John Gunther book, “The Riddle of MacArthur,” 


which was written before 


General MacArthur was relieved from duty by Mr. Truman, provides an interesting reflection 6n 


the General in view of recent developments. 


My wife and I had the good fortune to attend a MacArthur lunch and we were the only guests. 
What struck me first was that the General was not-so tall as I had remembered him, or as his 
photographs seem to show. He is extraordinarily handsome—beyond doubt one of the: best-looking 
men of our time; handsome not merely from the point of view of conventional good looks, but with 


a magnetism, a vitality, that comes from within. 


Also he looks amazingly young. His hands— 


sensitive, slim hands, those of an artist or a surgeon—look somewhat frail, and they tremble slightly, 
but the appearance as a whole (I am not exaggerating) is that of a man of 50, not 70, moreover, a 


man of 50 in the.very best physical 

. MacArthur himself attributes 
physical condition to three things., First, a daily 
nap. Second, his abstemiousness. He eats very 
little, and has not had a drink (except rarely 
on ceremonial occasions) since he was called 
back into active service in 1941. He smokes in 
moderation; his corncob pipes are well known. 
Third, he has the wonderful advantage—like 
Roosevelt—of being able to fall asleep almost 
instantl¥. He never worries about a problem 
once the day’s work is done. 


his superb 


He takes no exercise whatever, which 
some people think is gdd. But, talking te 
people in his office, he paces a great deal; 
his friends say, in fact, that he covers three 
or four miles a day pacing, though this can 
hardly be true. 


His routine may be comparatively easy, but 
on the other hand he never has a day off. I 
mean this literally. He works Sundays. He 
works Easter. He works New Year’s Day. He 
works Christmas. There has not been a single 
day away from work sin¢ée he took over Japan, 
and certainly none since’ the Korean war, 

This is hard on his staff. In fact it is mur- 
derous. I heard on one occasion an American 
efficer superior in rank to MacArthur say that 
he thought this was too much to ask of anybody. 
Nobody on MacArthur’s immediate staff can pos- 
sibly have any social life, because the General 
is apt to demand their presence at any time. 
Someone once brought up to Maé@Arthur himself 
the fact that he worked his men too hard, that 
he was -“killing” them. The Supreme Com- 
mander snapped in reply, “What better fate for 
a man than to die in performance of his. duty?” 

To return to our lunch. Actual quotations 
from the General's talk are, of course, not per- 
missible, though there is no harm in. giving & 
rough impression of what he said, What struck 
me most was his lightness, humor, and give-and- 
take. The mystique of the great commander so 
surrounds MacArthur that one is apt to forget 
how human he is. : 

I expected him to be oracular, volcanic, and 
unceasing. He was all that, but something else 
too; he laughed a good deal, enjoyed jokes, told 
some pretty good ones, permitted interruptions, 
and listened. well. This is not to say that his 
talk was fluff. It was not. 

He talked of the differences between Japan 
and Getmany, of the impossibility’ of cutting 
Japan adrift, of the way the situation of Japan 
has changed because the situation of the Allies 
has changed, of the face of a girl he remembered 


in Yokohama 50 years ago, of the “thought | 


police” in fotmer days and how they even ter- 
romized children, of a prostitute who won a 
recent election because all her clients (some 
50,000 in all!) voted for her, of. the divorce rate 
in Japan and how its rise worried him for a time 
though he did not object.on moral grounds, of 
the way the Japanese had believed that the 
Americans would come as pillagers with fire and 


condition and at the top of his form. 


sword, of Eisenhower and the denazification 
program in Germany, of Vincent Sheean, of the 
Japanese war trials and how below a certain 
level a war “criminal” was just a patriot, of the 
Kabuki theater, of the sad state of American 
journalism, .of the decency of blood and breed- 
ing in the Japanese royal family, and of how the 
Japanese, humiliated and humble, having lost

The route from the Embassy to the Dai-Ichi 
takes five and a half minutes, A signal is given 
by a Japanese police officer after MacArthur’s 
car, a black Cadillac bought in Manila before 
the war, leaves the Embassy grounds, and is 
passed on visually by one Japanese policeman 
to another, about thirty in all, as the car pro- 
ceeds. All traffic is stopped. The route never 
varies, MacArthur’s car observes the speed 
limit. carefully, and obeys the traffic lights, 
which are turned to green manually as the car 
approaches. Only once was it stopped. That 
was when it happened to run into a crowd 
turning out to greet a visiting American baseball 
team. MacArthur’s office is on the sixth floor 
of the Dai-Ichi Building. 


As a rule General Whitney, whe has the 
office next-door, is the first person he sees. 
And Whitney will already have telephoned 
him at the Embassy with a quick resume of 
the morning’s news, Whitney is supposed to 
be the only person who can knock on the 
Supreme Commander’s door and enter with- 
out previous arrangement. 


MacArthur almost never uses the telephone 
once he is in his office—indeed there is no tele- 
phone on his desk or even in his own room— 
has no eecretary, and seldom dictates anything. 
He does his correspondence by scribbling in 
longhand, often on the back of the letter he is 
answering. He had about 300 cables from all 
over the world on his seventieth birthday; he 
wrote an individual acknowledgement of each. 
Or he simply orders one of his aides to prepare 
a communication. He writes his own speeches, 
laboriously and in longhand, after a staff mem- 
ber. prepares a draft. He makes, as rule, three 
important declarations of policy a year: On New 
Year’s Day, the anniversary of the new con- 
stitution (May 3), and the anniversary of Japan’s 
surrender. He seldom speaks in public, and 
hates to speak ad lib. When he issues‘a state- 
ment Japanese newspapers are obliged te print 
it in full, without cuts.

Tomorrow, May 2, the people of Dalton will go to the 
polls to decide whether they want to do their legislating at home or continue to

Indications 


are an overwhelming victory for Home Rule at Dalton. No opposition has been expressed. 


Undoubtedly the first cities to come under 
Home Rule will be led by their city councils. 
The powers of city council will be broadened 
under Home Rule, since local acts will be passed 
by council instead of the Legislature. 


Most legislators wanted te rid themselves 
ef the political headaches of purely -local 
legislation and thereby give themselves more 
time to consider state-wide laws. 


Only drawback to Home Rule now is the fear 
which some city councils have that their people 
might not trust them, and might initiate some 
elections on their own hook. Since it takes a 
petition of 30 per cent of the voters to initiate 
an election, this is rather a’ far-fetched fear. 

Just how Home Rule may be put into effect 


is described by the Georgia League,of Women . 


Voters in a new pamphlet. To adopt a new 
Home Rule Charter, an election may be initi- 


ated any time by a majority of city council or 
upon a petition of 30 per cent of the voters. The 
ballot will pose the question: “Shall a Charter 
Commission be selected to frame a new Charter?” 
It also shall list the names of candidates for a 
seven-member commission to draft a charter. 
Any citizen may run by filing notice with the 
municipal clerk 30 days before the election. 


The Home Rule election can be held at a gen- 
eral election if the general election is not more 
than 90 days or fewer than 60 days from the date 
of initiation. It may be held at a special election 
to be held not more than 90 nor fewer than 60 
days from the initiation. The charter would go 
into effect at a time set in the charter by the 
Charter Commission. The new charter can be 
amended by the voters of the city in the same 
manner that the charter is adopted. 


If a city doesn’t want to adopt an entirely 
new charter, it may amend its present charter 
to come under Home Rule. The election is :initi- 
ated by city council or 30 per-cent of the voters 
at any time. The ballot shall ask: “Shall this 
municipality come under provisions of Municipal 
Home Rule Law and retain its present charter 
with the right to amend the same under terms 
of said act?” .The time of the election and the 
provision for future amendments are the same 
as in adopting a new charter, 


The Home Rule Charter gives cities the 
broad grant of “all powers—subject te the 
Constitution—necessary for the government 
and administration of its local affairs. .. .” 
The law provides specific ways in which 
annexation of unincorporated territory may 
or may not be made by municipalities (with 
2 special plan for the City of Atlanta). The 


law also provides for recall of elected offi- 
cials. Atlanta now has this pewer of recall. 


Most cities wanting to come under Home 
Rule may wait until their regular elections later 
this year, rather than hold a special election. 
Many councils had delayed moves toward Home 
Rule pending a ruling by the State Law De- 
partment—but now Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook has 
upheld the constitutionality of the law. It is 
unlikely that the second method of initiating 
Home Rule elections—by petition of the voters— 
will be used until city councils have had ample 
opportunity to act, and have shown they have 
no intention of promoting Home Rule.

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A New Way 
Of Making Hay 


S om etimes 
it takes a new 
gadget to start 
a man out in 
the right di- 
rection. Take 
the new wind- 
rower put out 

* by John Deere 
F & Co., for in- 
fF, stance. It is 
e Je? 2 an outfit that 
pore the aren. rolis it over a 
traveler and deposits it in wind- 
rows, all headed in one direc- 
tion. The combine comes along 
a few days later and picks it up, 
removes the seed and deposits 
the residue on the land where 
it may be used for additional 
hay or not, depending on the 
wishes of the producer. 
What this does for the farm- 
er is as follows: 
It gives him the opportunity 


earlier; the seed when harvested 
need not be stirred each day 
(or twice each day) for several 
weeks as is the case where the 
seed are gathered by the com- 
bine without use of the wind- 
rower; the farmer does not need 
the storage space usually re- 
quired for storing the seed, and 
the farmer -winds up with more 
seed. 


THERE 18 one “but”—it 
could rain upon the seed each 
day when it is in the windrow 
and mold the seed. 


This is one of the things 
that makes farming a gam- 
bler’s choice. 


The usual way is as follows: 

The farmer waits until the 
seed is dry and then combines 
it, hauls his seed to a storage 
house somewhere, and then pro- 
ceeds to turn it by hand at least 
twice each day for a period of 
several weeks. He then bags 
it, has. ft cleaned and sells it. 
But this is nets as easy as it 
sounds. 


I BELIEVE it will pay off in 
the long run to own one of these 
gadgets. One good season will 
make the difference. 


The only drawback is the 
fact that the seed could mold 
in the row but, here again, — 
it is entirely possible for the 
rains to keep on coming and 
shatter out the seeds in the 
fescue grass. In either event, 
you’d be out the seed.

“More than 80% of the total 
population depends on wells, 
springs, creeks, etc., for water, 
and most of tht®se sources are 
heavily contaminated. The chil- 
dren wear almost no clothes, 
and for some strange reason 
they do not cry. Three-fourths 
of the people are engaged in 
agriculture, and 2% acres will 
yield the livelihood for a family 
of five.” 

Life itself is also very eheap 
in Korea. An instance is the ex- 
perience Miss Kothe had in the 
market section of Seoul while 
she waited in a jeep for her 
companion to do some shopping. 
A Korean woman in the throng 
that pressed close to the jeep 
held an infant with shiny black 
hair and bright black eyes which 
Miss Kothe noticed and admired. 
Saying something in Korean 
which the Government worker 
did not understand, the mother 
extended the baby toward her to 
hold. Miss Kothe was so pre-

occupied with the cuddly, 
squirming child that she did not 
notice its mother rapidly disap- 
pearing up an alley. When she 
summoned her friend and they 
eventually caught up with the 
woman after chasing her for 
several blocks, the mother 
seemed irritated and contemptu- 
ous. She made it plain that 
though the child was just a “girl 
baby,” it was bad taste to give 
back a “presento,” and strictly 
against Korean custom.
